T. Oxnard aa sureties 
and

Before 
Chief-Justice 
Cobb. TUC 
writ was then placed in the banda 
of Deputy Sheriff Hoxie, and that offi­ 
cer, w ith Gov. T hayer and his attor­ 
neys and friend, proceeded to the exec­ 
utive office, where the w rit was served 
upon Gov. Boyd. 
The governor w aa 
not expecting such a sum m ary proceed­ 
ing and was greatly surprised.

aa he had read the w’rit he said: 
“Gentlemen. I recognize the supremacy at 
tbs law and am ready to turn the office over to 
my successor, but I wou'.fl like the opportunity 
to consult with my attorneys.

O’Malley and Bernard Glandi, Charles 
Granger and Bernard Amiant. 
The grand jury failed to return in­ 
dictments against any one of the par­ 
ticipants iii the killing of the prisoners 
who had been acquitted of the charge 
of murdering Chi??* llcnnessy, explain­ 
ing its action 
by 
saying that the 
uprising 
was 
spontaneous; 
that, 
from 6,000 
to 
8,000 
persons took 
part in the 
affait, 
which 
was of 
such a magnitude that it was difficult 
to fix the guilt. 
Nine of the eleven 
who were killed in the parish prison 
are clearly shown to have renounced 
their allegiance to any foreign power. 
The jury first refers to the investi­ 
gation into the Hennessy assassination. 
It characterizes 
the verdict of the 
petit 
jury 
as startling, 
amazing, 
a 
bitter 
disappointment, 
shocking 
to 
the 
opinion 
arid 
provok­ 
ing 
the 
repeated 
accusation that 
some of the jury had been unfaithful 
to their high office. 
It terms the case 
as made by the state a strong one in 
every respect, and refers to the rumors 
that the jury was tampered with. 
Each one of the jurors, the report 
says, was summoned and made a state­ 
ment, and the report refers further to 
the surprising scenes which took place 
in the petit jury room. 
The actions 
of the pe tit jury are analyzed and it 
says that talesmen were approached 
prior 
to 
the 
trial 
and the vile 
work of attempting to bribe carried 
on even 
in tile court room. 
One 
favorite expression made to talesnme 
was: “Big money might In? made by 
going on the jury and doing right,” and 
there Is no possible doubt but that such 
attempts were made by various parties 
in the .service of the. defense; enter­ 
tained bv some of the talesmen and 
scornfully rejected by others. Talesmen 
who hail been ‘approached refused to 
tell what they knew, and gave the im­ 
pression that they had been silenced. 
The grand jury learned that the list 
of 500 talesmen in the Hennessy case 
was in the office of O'Malley &, Adams 
at 11 o’clock Sunday morning. February 
22, 1891, though the trial judge issued 
special 
orders 
on 
Saturday even­ 
ing that the 
list was not to 
be 
made public or given to the counsel of 
cither side until Monday morning. 
It 
is not shown by whose hands the lists 
were secured, but enough is known to 
confirm the past secret and powerful 
influence of the so-called private de­ 
tective agency and Counsel Adams to 
handle the machinery of the court. 
Great and small pieces of evidence 
show that the lists of names were 
tampered with when drawn from the 
jury wheel and before they reached the 
jury box in the court. 
O’Malley was 
put in possession of the lists almost im­ 
mediately and before they reached the 
district attorney.

M ilk E . Terrill, charged with mur- 
dering Henry Wesley at Mineral P oitt 
in 1888, pleaded guilty ta the charge of 
manslaughter in the fourth degree rn 
Judge Bennet .’a court today, 
and 
was laatenced to pay a fine of one hun­ 
dred dollars and costs, amounting ta 
about fire hundred dollars in all. Ter- 
n il was a wealthy hotel keeper at the 
time of the tragedy, but has lost almost 
everything by the litigation, besides 
serving seven months of a seven-year 
sentence in the state prison at Waupun. 
Terrill was born and raised in Mineral 
Point. At the time of the homicide he 
was the proprietor and keeper of a hotel 
at that place, with a bar-room in the 
basement. When he wee a young man 
he was in the habit cf dunking to excess. 
Then he quit, and for seventeen years 
refrained from drinking any kixd cf 
liquor* 
About 1885 he 
commenced 
drinking sgaio, and continual for a few 
days. 
After that he drank occasionally, 
bat at long intervals, 
a few days pre­ 
vious to the killing he had sat up for 
se v e ra l nights with a sick son. Oa the 
afternoon of Saturday, May 12,1888. he 
drank a patent medicine, which was in­ 
toxicating, and in the evening he drank 
heavily at a saloon. About l l o’clock in 
the evening of that day he returned to 
bis own hotel, accompanied by some 
other persons. Soon after, in his bar­ 
room, he invited Wesley and two or 
three others present to drink, and they 
all, in a friendly way, including Terrill, 
drank two or three times together. 
Wesley took a revolver 
from his 
pocket and nourished it. 
‘•T errill/’ said he, “ you are a good 
fellow. If any one ever touches you I 
will shoot him.” 
“ Put up your revolver,” said Terrill. 
“ No one is going to burt m e.” 
Wesley d'd so, and Terrill, apparently 
pleased at his demonstrative friendship, 
offered him some money, which he et 
first hesitated to take, but finally con­ 
sented to take one dollar. As Terrill was 
in the act of handing Wesley the dollar, 
he drew it back, saying, “ Pshaw! a dol­ 
lar ain’t anything”; and then handed 
him a five-dollar hill. Terrill then treat­ 
ed them a1), and Wesley insisted upon 
paying for the drink?, and handed the 
five-dollar bill to Terrill for that pur­ 
pose. Terrill took the money, and then 
went up the steps on the west side of the 
bar-room into the dining-room, appar­ 
ently for the purpose of gettmg the bill 
ohanged, hut soon returned by the same 
steps to the bar-room below with a 44- 
oaliber British bull-dog self-cocking re­ 
volver in his band, and, boloing the re 
volver up, he walked towards the bar 
near the east end cf whioh Wesley stood, 
on the south side of the room.) Wesley 
exclaimed: 
“Don't shoot, Mark! Put that up.” 
After a step cr two forward, Terrill, 
without saying a wold, walked or re­ 
treated i>aca towards the north side of 
room, and near the large etove, 
standing near the center of the room, 
and on the north side of it, and probably 
a few steps west of it. 
From that place, 
or in that vicinity, Terrill fired, at least 
bree times, possibly four, sb it was 
found that four of the chambers of the 
revolver were empty, although the wit­ 
nesses agree that there were only three 
shote, After the first shot Wesley moved 
from the east corner of the bar, od the 
south side of the room, towards the 
north side of the room, and when the 
seoond and third shots were fired, he 
was directly east of T hrill, and about 
five or six feet from him, and a little 
north and east of the stove, in the act of 
moving or dodging. 
The testimony of 
bystanders did not indicate very clearly 
the position* of the several persons in 
the room during the limb. 
All seem to 
agree that the last shot fired wi« 
the one that killed Wesley, the penetrate 
tn t his head at tqe inner angle of the 
right eye. II wa* the opinion of doctors 
that]!! was a glsaoe shot, as a direct shot 
Wovld either have passed clear through 
the held, or near I 
\ Terril I did not 
•peak a word after oohing down stairs 
with the revolver until aflar the shoot­ 
ing, a n i 
then went np to Wesley 
and said: * * My God! I have shot bim.” 
Terrill and Wesley bad always been 
good friends, and there was not an an­ 
gry word spoken by either of them , nor 
by any one by any one there that night. 
One shot lodged in the bird cage at the 
extreme south end of the room, and 
above 
the 
bar, 
one 
grtzjd 
the 
oeiling a few 
feet 
south-east 
of 
the stove; another grazed the girder ex­ 
tending from a p^st standing near the 
southeast corner cf the stove, towards 
the bar; and one passed through the up­ 
per part of the window on the east side 
of the room. Soma of the shots grazed 
the stove. The direction of Ih8 first shot 
ie somewhat uncertain, but it seems to 
bsoonoei that it wa* not in the direc­ 
tion of the deceased. It is undisputed 
that at the time of the firing the second 
and third shots Terrill stood on the north 
side of the stove, and a little to the west 
of it, and facing the stove, and tired in 
the direction of the stove. 
Tam il wa* arrested charged with m ur- 
dar and pleated not guilty, and also put 
in n special plea claitnirg that at the 
time of the shooting he web temporarily 
insane. 
He also olaimed that an injury 
to his head in childhood coutii bated to 
the insanity. 
After a long trial Terrill was convicted 
of murder ic the third degree, and sen­ 
tenced to seven year-’ at Waupun. 
He served seven months of that time, 
pending an appeal to ths supreme court, 
and after listening to the case the su­ 
preme oourt reversed the judgment and 
remanded the case back for a new trial. 
Then the case came to Book county on a 
change of venue. 
Terrill walked out of the circuit oourt 
room this morning, a free man, but 
broken in fortuce es the result of the 
trouble.
